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Prior  to  the  .death  of  his  father,  Million  Thomas  PINCHBECK  on 
April  30,1944,  Raymond  Bennott  Pinchbeck  took  little  interest  in  the 
genealogy  of  the  family  although  he  had  collected  a  fern  scanty  notes 
from  time  to  tine.  Thereafter  his  interest  in  the  history  of-  the 
family  was  quickened  and  he  showed  a  sustained  and  energetic  interest 
in  the  history  of  the  family.  These  NOTES  are  the  results  of  this  in¬ 
terest;  and  considerable  effort  plus  some  expense.- 

On  August  10, 19^4,  while  he  was  a  Lieutenant  in  the  USIIR  on  ac¬ 
tive  duty  with  the  Navy  V-12  Medical  and  Dental  Units  in  George  l/ash- 
ington  University  and  Georgetwon  University,  Washington,  D.  C.  Ray¬ 
mond  B.  Pinchbeck  wrote  Mfs,  Nell  II.  Nugent,  Librarian  in  the  Land 
Office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  Richmond, 
Virginia,  whose  son  had  been  one  of  his  students  in  the  University  of 
Richmond,  for  assistance.  Under  date  of  August  12,1944  Mrs.  Nugent 
wrote  as  follows:  '  •  .

"CCNCLUSICN :  The  earliest  mention  I  find  of  the  nano  Pinchbeck  in 
the  Colony  of  Virginia  is  in  York  County  in  1672.  At  the  Feb¬ 
ruary  Couit  lu  is  SoDbCQ  chat  the  lie  cane  to  this  county  in  the 
"In  ustry”  end  tiie  Court  a  .judged  him  to  be  eightecnycars  of  ape 
tnus  placing  nis  birtn  circa  16^4.  This  Thomas  therefore  could 
hardly  nave  been  the  -nomas  of  t  \q  Barbadoes  1679.  From  the  York 
(County)  records  we  infer  that  this 'Thomas  remained  in  York.  He 
1-ter  became  constable  for  the  Lower  Parish  of  Bristol  and  made 
Iris  will  in  York  April  29,1707.  He  leaves  a  wife  Lucy  all  his 
property  to  dispose  of  as  she  wishes.  It  may  be  that  he  had  al¬ 
ready  provided  ior  a  son  ihomas  or  other  children  or  lie  may  have 
had  no  chil  ren.  I  find  just  one  mention  of  a  kitten  Pinchbeck. 
The  next  mention  of  a  Thomas  Pinchbeck  is  in  the  Vestry  Book  of 
St. Peter's  Parish  in  1722  when  he  is  ordered 'to  view  the  belfry.

"The  only  other  nention  I  find  of  the  name  Pinchbeck  in  the 
York  records  up  to  1700-  is  a  Mitten  Pinchbeck  who  is  a  witness  in 
court  1697. 


"In  the 'Vestry  Book  of  St.  Peter's  Parish,  Hew  Kent  County, 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry  September  22,  1722,  Mr.  Thomas  Pinchbeck 
and  Mr.  Stephen  Moone  ere  ordered  to  view  the  belfry.  Ye  notice  that 
Thomas  Pinchbeck  is  given  the  title  Mr.  which  at  that  tine  would  in¬ 
dicate  that  he  was  a  nan  of  some  prominence.  In  the  records  at  the  Vir¬ 
ginia  State  Library  I  find  no  proof  that  Thomas  Pinchbeck  of  Hew.  Kent 
is  the  son  of  Thomas  Pinchbeck  of  York,  but  this  seems  probably  -  the 
name  is  an  unusual  one  and  names  found  in  York  are  in  so  many  instances 
later  found  in  Hew  Kent.

Raymond  B. Pinchbeck  responded  to  the  above  letter  on  April  2.9,1930 
and  received  the  following  letter  from  Arc.  Carey  A.  Williams  dated 
May  27,1930. 

"Your  nice  letter  of  Apr.  25  was  duly  received,  and  I  thank  you 
for  sane.  I  have  delayed  answering,  hoping  and  trying  to  find  out 
more  about  the  family  record. 

"There  isn't  any  doubt  I  don't  think  of  our  being  of  the  same 
family  as  the  same  "given"  names  for  several  generations  are  used.  One 
of  my  neighbors,  Mrs.  D.  S.  Moss,  was  in  St .  Elizabeth’s  hospital, 
(Richmond)  in  February  and  net  Ernest  Pinchbeck's  wife -who  was  there 
for  treatment  also.  Mrs.  Moss  told  her  of  me  as  she  remembered  I  too 
Mrs  a  Miss  Pinchbeck.  Ae  related  to  her  a  little  of  his  ancestry, 


and  said  there  was  a  rumor  of  an  inheritance  in  England .  Knowing  our 


people  originally  cane  from  England,  I  wrote  him,  with  no  response. 
Have  since  written  2  more  letters  but  as  yet  haven't  had  a  line. 

"If  there  is  a  possibility  of  inheriting  any  property,  I  an  sure 
we  cllwo  all  would  like  to  investigate  this.  I  know  of  a  similar  case 
near  me  (in  Rocky  Mount) being  looked  up.  It  seems  it  was  customary  in 
England  years  ago  to  make  sale  of  land  for  99  years  and  at  the  end 
of  that  time  it  rerorts  to  the  heirs.

On  February  10,^  1929  Raymond  B.  Pinchbeck  received  the  following 
letter  from  Kiss  Neddie  M.  Massie,  631  Kentucky  Avenue,  Paducah,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  that  is,  the  letter  was  dated  February  10,  1929.
